A NEW TOY THAT TURNS YOUR

amusement to more than repay one for 
;he little time used in the process of 
onstruction. 
The bug is nothing more than a half- 


circle of stout wire. From point to 
point of this half circle is stretched an 
ordinary rubber elastic such as is used 
for holding files of paper, etc. A small 
bit of wood is then pushed in between 
tho two strands of rubber and twisted 
around until the proper kick is ob 
tained. Then all you liavo to do is to 
wrap the bug up iu a piece of paper and 
look for a victim.

THE CARE OF MEADOWS. 


Should Not 1)« Trampled or Crapped CloM 


tbe Vint Year. 


Many meadows and pastures are de- 


stroyed 
by bad 
management. The 


farmer is in too great a hurry to real- 
ize from Ins Investment, and does not 
give the grass an opportunity to be- 
come fully established, cattle being 
turned in to trample the field at a sea- 
son when the ground is wet, or graze it 
closely when the land may be in need 
of rain. 


When grass is seeded in the fall it 


starts off soon in spring and makes 
rapid growth .offering a strong tempta- 
tion for the use of stock, but it will 
be found better to allow the grass to 
grow and mow it once for hay, so as 
to induce it to thicken and stool, but to 
have it tramped or cropped close by 
cattle and sheep the first year is to do 
it more injury than can be regained 
during the life of the meadow or pas- 
ture. 


The first year's management is very 


important, and the rule to follow is to 
allow tbe grass to become hrmly rooted 
and to make as much growth as possi- 
ble before mowing or pasturing it, care 
being taken that tbe grass is cut be- 
fore it bears seed. As there will be dif- 
ferent kinds of grass, it will be well 
to mow as soon as tlie early seeding 
kinds begin to seed. With white clover 
tbe seeding is important, as it is a short 
grass ,and may not remain unless 
under 
favorable 
conditions. Before 


seeding the land au application of wood 
ashes, harrowed iu, will be found ex- 
cellent, and lime is also beneficial.

acre field from morning to night In 
order to bunt a ration for herself, she 
will not give you big pay in the pail, 
u she has to use the energy to secure 
u living that s-e should have expended 
in' elaborating milk, she cannot be 
profitable, writes a correspondent in 
the National Stockman- To do her 
best the cow should be enabled to 
till up well in a few hours and rest tbe 
balance of tbe time, as it is during 
these rest spells that she is grinding 
out your profit.

H Secnr* Dam. 


Tho best and rheiipest dam is made 


of timber and pluuk. A frame 5s first 
built, ns showu. A sufficient number 
of frames are placed across tbe stream 
and bedded in tlie bottom of Jt so they 
will resist the pressure of the water. 
Stories are thrown in among them, 
which will give the weight of water. 
The face is then covered with boards, 


laid closely, and 
these arc covered 
with tarred roof- 
ing felt. A sec- 
ond covering; of 
boards is laid on 
this and a water- 
tight dam made. 
It is necessary to 
make the front 
of the dam quite, 


dose at the bottom, by cementing the 
joint, if a supply ot stiff clay for pud- 
dling is not handy. This part of the 
darn should be placed in the stream, 
and the sides of it where the water is 
the deepest. It is best to carry these 
fmines tlie whole inijith ol the dam, 
but not necessary. -:h the water may be 
kepi back b} drh.itf short planks in 
the pround as a she >t piling, and cover- 
ing the spaces bet 'Veen these with the 
rociting felt, and th:» with boards. The 
outside of this p:u* of the dnm should 
be heaped wiih earih to resist the pres- 
sure of the water r.gainst it as well as 
the outside, which sustains the board- 
ing in the center. F.ut that part ot the 
d:im which is in contact with the run- 
ning water should be of plank or brush 
where the water fails to prevent the 
undermining of the dam. 


BK-.ilplilile ol Carbon for Rata. 


I noticed the article in the American 


EU^ator and grain Trade about the 
Texas man and bis box with a bottle 
of bisulphide of carbon in his grain 
!MLS. It is a remarkable tact that the 
sreat success with bisulphide of car- 
bon in killing rats in Paris, France 
was what led to its extensive use in 
the West for killing praire clogs. I am 
positive its great value for killing rats 
is not at all appreciated in this coun- 
try. In its use, however, for killing 
rats, it must be remembered that they 
are made to live in close places and 
the foulest air in which any animal 
i an live, and anyone who tries to dis- 
pose of them with it must persist. 


Three years ago my barn was over- 


run with them. The first treatment 
seemed a failure, for, though appear- 
ing somewhat dazed they seemed as 
plenty as ever. If it would not kill 
them I, of all men, wanted to know 
it. and I gave them three more doses 
within ten days, and they gave up and 
I have not seen a rat about the place 
since. The place must have a bad 
reputation iu the rat kingdom. The 
best way to treat them is to saturate 
cotton waste with bisulphide of car- 
bon, 
push it into their earth holes 


and cover tue holes. If they dig the 
cotton out give them some more. 
Where they cannot be got at under 
buildings only a foot or two above, the 
ground, a modification of the Texas 
man's plan might serve to kill them, 
as the vapor is heavy and in such a 
place ultimately travel to the bottom 
of their holes. There would be no 
danger of fire in such case, if there 
vrere no openings the vapor would 
travel through. 


Feed Conker*. 


Every farm on which stock Is kept 


should have an appliance of some kind 
for cooking the food given cattle and 
poultry. Xot only is the warm morning 
mash good for poultry, but cows will 
be much benefited by daily warm 
mash. Hogs that are being "finished 
off" for market will take on flesh less 
expensively if a warm mash is part of 
the ration. There are sex-eral feed 
cookers on the market, all of them 
good and profitable to use where many 
cows ot hens arc kept. For a few 
cows, hens or hogs a small mason's 
stove of cast iron and au iron kettle 
will answer the purpose. The stove 
mny be* s*>t up in a shed or outbuilding 
nnd be operated at small expense ln- 
eltidlnff its cost. There In no »ioHi)t 
but that the ««<? of Uio cooker \t\\\ Bave 
food, besides adding much to the com 
fort and health ot aioek. 


WELL BALANCED RATIONS. 


Feed Recipes Worthy of Not* \>J the 


Farmer. 


Probably tbe most difficult problem 


which the owner of cows has to con- 
tend is to obtain a ration that shall 
be well-balanced and economical. The 
use of root crops and fodder is neces- 
sary as a part of a well-balanced ra- 
tion, and little trouble is experienced 
in feeding them intelligently. The 
grain ration is the rock on which most 
dairymen split. The following mixt- 
ures have been found to be almost per- 
fect as well-balanced and economical 
when judged from the results of feed- 
ing several herds and the effect on 
them as a whole. 


One hundred pounds each of corn 


meal and either wheat bran, mixed 
feed or chopped feed, seventy-live 
pounds of cotton seed meal or linseed 
meal. Mix and feed eight to ten quarts 
a day to a thousand pound animal. 


Any of the gluten feeds now on the 


market are in themselves well-balanced 
rations and should be led at the rate of 
live or MX quarts daily. 


Fifty pounds each of linseed meal 


and cotton seed meal ini'ccfl with one 
hundred pounds of oat feed, or chopped 
feed, is a first class ration fed seven or 
eight quarts daily. 


One hundred pounds of corn meal and 


fifty pounds of bran and cotton seed 
meal should be mixed and fed at the 
late of seven or eight quarts daily. 
Naturally some of the cows will do b' *- 
tor than'others on any of these rations, 
but the average results will be foun'd 
satisfactory.

Jons make more inotu>y out of extracted 
houey than from comb honey, but for 
Hie furnoer with but few colonies of 
lM>e« and a moderate aurplua of honey 
to »ell. comb hooey will be found to bo 
more profitable. The first tiling to do 
In honey production is to learn bow to 
handle the be«a without Injury to your- 
self or them. Do the work quietly and 
quickly, and if you are nervous, do not 
attempt to handle them at all. Never 
open the hive* in cold or rainy weather, 
and always remember to have a smoker 
bandy to handle the bees to the best 
advantage. Do not depend on orchard 
and Qower garden to furnish food for 
the bees, but provide them with what 
Is needed in clover or other blossoms, 
M> located Hint they can be reached 
without the bees flying near the house. 


Start with one hive, and do not in- 


crease the number any faster than you 
learn to care for the bees and honey 
properly, lu marketing honey see that 
the product is first-class, and if possi- 
ble secure a retail trade for it. If this 
cannot be profitably done, supply your 
home grocer. Put up the product cure- 
fully and cleanly. Have your name 
and address on each box, and you will 
soon work up a profitable trade.

—Hives should be arranged so that 


they can be opened without jarring. 


—Nothing is more Irritating to bees 


than sudden Jars. 


—Arrange the apiary so that every- 


thing can be kept clean and tidy. 


—During a scarcity of honey the bees 


will not increase so rapidly. 


—Plenty of storage room has much 


to do with controlling swarming. 


—Twenty frames of honey are requir- 


ed for the production of one pound of 
wax. 


—Wax is a natural secretion of the 


bees, and is not gathered, as is sup- 
posed. It is produced from food. 


—Pollen is gathered by bees for the 


purpose of feeding their brood. It is 
often mistaken for wax. 


—A worker bee is hate-lied in 21 days 


from the time the egg is laid. Queen 
in 10; drones iu 24 days. 


—Arrangements must be made so 


that the bees can pass from one comb 
to another without going around iu 
order 1o secure food in winter. 


—The best plan to make strong col- 


onies is by good feeding. The next 
best plan is to unite all weak colonies 
in good season.

Hniu-y Sell In.; With 1'rofit. 


The apiarist who has but a little 


honey for sale will find it much more 
profitable to arrange with some live 
grocer in a neighboring town to handle 
liis pioduct on commission than to ship 
to commission men In large cities. 
It is preferable, however, to work up a 
retail trade of your own, which may be 
readily done by the use of small sample 
oxi's. In the spring get some sections 
iolding a quarter of a pound of honey 
ml set thorn on the hives; when they 
re filled label them and distribute 
hem among the best families of your 
learest town. Follow this up a week 
ater by taking orders, and if your 
amplcs were up to the mark you will 
inve no trouble in getting advance 
rclers for all the honey you will have 
or sale. It will be a comparitively 
asy matter to add to the trade another 
•ear, and jou will soon find you have 
ullt up a pleasant and profitable busl- 
ies>s. The larmer who can sucvssfully 
reduce enough honey tor the use of 
lis own household is well fitted to go 
uto business on a much larger scale. 


Anchoring Corner Posts. 


The great secret of getting a satis- 


factory "stand" of-wire fence is to 
rune the cud and corner posts most 
firmly braced. There are various meth- 
ods—with wooden braces, making a 
sort of truss between the end and the 
neighboring posts, as well as by wires 
anchored to huge boulders sunk in the 
ground outside the corner. There is

The sub- 
ject is a matter for consideration other 
than on the ranges. When our home 
pastures are overstocked they become 
permanently Injured, at least until the 
land can be put into a rotation and 
gradually 
brought up again. With 


many pastures this is not practicable, 
us frequently the ground is stumpy or 
so uneven that tillage is exceedingly 
difficult. When such a pasture be- 
comes eaten down to the very soil the 
sod must necessarily become thin. If, 
through a whole growing season, the 
blades of the grass are not allowed to 
develop, the roots must become also 
thin and weak. When like conditions 
that the sod becomes so thin that they 
exist year by year is it any wonder 
total product Is meagre? We must 
work for a heavy and vigorous sod on 
our pastures. Overstocking is a bad 
practice and one that is being abandon- 
ed by our most progressive farmers. 
It will be found cheaper to have more 
grass grown than can be eaten than to 
have less grass grown than will satisfy 
the herds. There are two ways to save 
a pasture from this fate—to put so few 
cattle on it that they can not eat all of 
the grass, or to feed additional rough 
fodder and grain in the barns before 
turning them on to the pasture. Rich- 
ard Baker has said that his plan Is to 
have grass enough for two animals 
and to turn only one on it. One would 
suppose that this would mean a great 
waste of material, but hiich Is not the 
fact, as laud so treated Avill probably 
bring forth twice as much j»s if treated 
the other way, and bcslues tne cattle 
will always be in good condition. 


Pointer)! an Hlieeji. 


When it is desired to cross-breed sheep 


the grower should ascertain whether 
the breed to be introduced is one that 
will do well in his section of country. 
The highland bred animal will not do 
well in the lo\vlands. It is safest, 
therefore, to confine one's self to pure 
breeds suited to the locality where 
they are to ^e raised, for cross-breeding 
opens the doors to many troubles and 
complications with which the grower of 
pure breeds has little to do. 


Sheep are easily raised, but not so 


easily that they will succeed on briars 
and thistles for food and the buy stack 
for shelter. Tneir wants are many and 
they must have not only good food but 
a variety, as well as clean water and 
clean, warm and well ventilated quart- 
ers. When one is willing to give, sheep 
the same good rare that ne does his 
fine horse or high bred cow, then the 
chances are he will find sheep raising 
profitable. 


It pays to grow the fine varieties of 


wool only. They are as easy to pro- 
duce as the coarse grades and there are 
numerous sections of this 
country 


where the most fleeced animals can he- 
raised as successfully as anywhere in 
the world. Make sure of the breed and 
the work is already more than half 
done.

A blow, a cut, or a sensation of pain

For instance, a sleeper dreams that lie 
is closed up In some close traveling 
carriage, and is being rapldlv drhcn 
off in some unknown direction by a 
man who has designs upon his purse 
and life.

Ool«« Higher for Two Venn !• Fro-

The rise in the wholcwile price of 


meat has IMM>U gradual and due to 
faux?* over which the packer himself 
lias bad no control. It has been the 
commercial rtHtult of the gradual rise 
In the price of live stock; and this en- 
hancing of the value of the herd has 
been brought about by the general 
shortage of live slock for daughter 
purposes, and tho Increased cost of 
producing hand (stall fed) beef, be- 
cause of tbe shortage of feed and tl«o 
increased cost of gutting it. If the past 
prices of meat were right the present 
prices are so, since- they are calculated 
on Ibc same basis. A comparison of 
the market for be«-f cattle on the hoof 
In Chicago and Kansas City for Aug. 
10, 1M>7, 18f)8 ami 181)0, shows that tbe 
following top and average prices were 
paid by the packers at the stockyards 
In open compctltkn for hand fed ana 
choice Western beef cattle: Aug. 10, 
1W, prime, cattle, live weight, $4.80, 
average. -l.lTi. making the prime dead 
meat cost ?7.!K>, o.f nearly 8 cents per 
pound to produce. The butcher paid 
ICSH for it. Aug. 10. ]8!)8, prime stock 
fetched $5.2,">; average good heifers 
brought 4..10. Tlily made prime dress- 
ed beef cost 8.30, or «'Ac. per pound 
landed. August 10. 18!W, prime beef 
cuttle sold for $&£(); average good, 
$.*i.2r», makintr Tin- carcass of prime 
cost, landed. $a2.")( or »y»c. per pound.

Storing tlie Sun's Hoar. 


One of the optimistic and general 


pxpoctations indulged in at the present 
flay is tho realization during the com- 
ing century of what is pionounced the 
crroatcst and most important or pro- 
spective inventions, namely, a machine 
for storlns; the heat of the sun and 
transforming it into electricity or some 
other form suitable for roaflv employ- 
ment—beat which, though permit tod to 
go to waste, will, by means of smh in- 
vention, be applied to tlie running of 
mills, the warming or houses ami every 
other purpose for which energy is 
utilized. Tho'field for such an inven- 
tion and its world-wide importance 
fire at once suggested hy the ascertain- 
ed fact that every square yard of the 
sun's surface emits an amount of heat 
equal to that of a blast furnace con- 
suming one ton of coal every ten min- 
utf-s. The beat given out by the solar 
srlobe. loo. in ono second would raise 
105.000.000 cubic miles of ice cold wa- 
ter to the boiling point and of this boat 
the earth receives only one two-bil- 
lionth part.

TIM'S HORSE TALK.
